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Getting Familiar With the 
Xerox EPPIC EBT System: 
Copy and Paste  
You might have noticed that when you use your mouse 
to copy a RID in ICES and then right click to paste the 
RID onto the EPPIC screen, nothing happens. In 
EPPIC, you will need to use keyboard shortcuts to help 
perform these actions. Here are a few basic ones: 

 Copy: CTRL+C 

 Paste: CTRL+V 

 Cut: CTRL+X 

 Undo: CTRL+Z 

You can right click with your mouse to copy from ICES, 
then use CTRL+V to paste into EPPIC. Find a way that 
works best for you!      

 

 

Addressing Address Issues 

 

When a cardholder orders a replacement card on the 
Xerox EBT Customer Service Line, they are asked for 
their address. If the address given by the cardholder 
does not match the address in the EBT system, they 
are not able to order the card, and are referred back to 
DFR to resolve the address issue. The address in the 
EBT system is the address the card is mailed to, and 
should match the address in ICES. Here are two of the 
most common reasons a cardholder’s address in EBT 
does not match the ICES address: 

 The client has multiple addresses in ICES:  

There is an address hierarchy in ICES, which 
determines which address to send to the EBT 
system. Addresses are sent to EBT in this 
order:  

1. Institutional Address on AEIII 

2. Alternate Address on AEFAM 

3. Household Mailing Address on AEICI 

4.  Household Address on AEICI 

Most look at AEICI for the client address. If the 
address in EPPIC doesn’t match ICES, check 
all the ICES address screens.   

 The address has been changed in ICES, but 
the new address isn’t showing in the EBT 
system: 

ICES changes have to be processed in the 
overnight batch files to update the EBT system. 
The new address should show up in the EBT 
system the next day. ***Please remind clients 
of this when they update an address***

Authorized Representatives and Protective Payees 
You can tell if an Auth Rep (AR) or Protective Payee (PP) have access to the SNAP or TANF account by going to 
the Client Case Management screen. In the “Clients” section of this screen, look under “Program”. If no program is 
shown, that person does not have access to an account. The example below shows a client (Primary Person) on 
SNAP and the AR with no account access.  

 
 

 

The account access on EPPIC should match the EBT access indicated on ICES screen AEARP. In this case, EBT 
is marked “no”, so this person no longer can act as the AR for this client. The EBT card they received when they 
were the AR will no longer work to access benefits in the client’s account.   
 
 

 
 
 

When you receive a call about an AR or PP issue, make sure the ICES screen is completed correctly. Remember, 
any changes to information in ICES must run in the overnight batch before they show up in the EBT system.  
 
Please note that if an AR or PP is removed, their card is deactivated once this change is authorized. If the AR or 
PP is added back on in the same case, their previous card remains deactivated and they will receive a new card 
once the case is authorized and the file is sent overnight to the EBT system.

We can manually change a verified address in 
the EBT system, when that request comes from Local 
Office staff.

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Decoding Card Statuses 
 

 

 
 

 

The EBT card status is found on the Client Card Management screen. Cards can have the following statuses: 
 

 
ISSUED 

The first status of a card. The card is in this status until it’s picked up to mail. If it’s a 
replacement card, it becomes “Active” after it’s picked up to mail. If it’s a client who is new to 
the system, (not a replacement card) it will show as “Mail PAN” after being picked up to mail.  

MAIL PAN Initial card (not a replacement card) is being mailed to the address on file.  

ACTIVE The card has been PIN’d or activated. Replacement cards are always “Active”, as the 
current PIN transfers to all subsequent cards.  

LOST The card has been reported as lost. A card will remain in this status until a new card is 
issued. The old card status is changed to “Replaced by State” once a new card is issued.    

STOLEN The card has been reported as stolen. A card will remain in this status until a new card is 
issued. The old card status is changed to “Replaced by State” once a new card is issued.     

DAMAGED The card has been reported as damaged. A card will remain in this status until a new card is 
issued. The old card status is changed to “Replaced by State” once a new card is issued.     

RETURNED This card was returned to the address on the back of the card. The card remains in this 
status, and a new card can be issued.  

UNDELIVERABLE This card is processes as “Undeliverable” due to a bad mailing address. The card remains in 
this status, and a new card can be issued.    

REPLACED BY 
STATE 

A replacement has been requested. The card remains in this status, and a new card can be 
issued.     

 
 

 

 
Set up reminders to log into the EPPIC EBT system at least once every 
60 days to avoid being locked out.  Users who do not log in within 90 
days will have their accounts disabled. After 180 days of not logging 
in, the user ID is deleted off the system. To re-instate a deleted user, 

a NEW user account must be created.
